Soviet Union in Juno of 1962; and therefore, the portion dealing 
with the Buroau'a background investigation of Oswald prior to the 
assassination is missing. There will bo a fourth and final draft 
made available through a source by July 23, 1964, which will cqntfiln 
the final conclusions and recommondations of the Commission,
